Cristobal—Believe All Dead 


Cristobal, Canal Zone, Aug. 4 


UP)—Three United States destroy- 
ers furrowed a corner of Mosquito 
Gulf today in a virtually hopeless 
search for the bodies of 14 per- 
sons believed lost in probably the 
greatest plane disaster on water. 


The destroyers Babbitt, Taylor 


and Manan kept their grim vigil 
while two submarines returned to 
their base with evidences of the 
disaster which befell a Sokorsky 
amphibian of the Pan American- 
Grace Airways ss it neared the 
end of 
a 
regular 
flight 
from 


Guayaquil. Ecuador. 


The submarines S-43 and S-ffi 


reported they had gathered such 
mute reminders of sudden death 
as an uninflated rubber life raft, 
two water-logged bundles of mail, 
a container of ice cream, pirt of 
a wing, an engine casing and two 
life preservers still in their case. 


The floating debris was picked 


up late yesterday. The last heard 
of the large 15-passenger piano 
was Pilot Stephen Dunn's radio 


report about midnight Mondaj 
that be was circling down throuEl 
"soupy" skies to find better visi- 
bility. 


The bits 
of 
wreckage were 


picked up 20 miles west of Cris- 
tobal, destination of the amphib- 
ian. 


The plane had flown about 850 


miles along the Pacific coast of 
Ecuador and Colombia, due north 
toward a clipper connection sched- 
uled for 6 n. in. yesterday.

with navy planes rejoining the 
search. Tvvpntj-two naval aircraft 
and all available Pangara ships

Salvage crews were dispatched 


o grapple for the sunken hulk 
of the luxury airliner. It was pos- 
sible that the bodies nf all those 
aboard were still impi honed In the 
one. boat-like hull of the twin- 
motored ship. 


It was al.so possible that the 


ship bad been demolished in the 
impact on the open water.

An appropriation of $12,950 was 


unanimously voted by the Com- 
mon Council Tuesday evening to 
be used for the purchase of a new 
fire truck with pumper to replace 
the flre truck wrecked on May 15 
when in collision with a train on 
the Broadway crossing. That the 
money would not have to be bor- 
rowed for the purchase but would 
be taken from the surplus funds 
of the city was made plain in a 
communication from Mayor C. J. 
Hclselman In recommending that 
the request of the flre board for 
the appropriation be granted. 


Mayor Heiselman's letter reads 


as follows: 


Heiselman's Letter 


Attached hereto IB a request 


from the Board of Flre Commis- 
sioners for an appropriation of 
$12,950.00 to purchase a flre 
truck, with pumper, to replace the 
apparatus wrecked on May 15th, 
when in collision with a train on 
the Broadway crossing. 


This expenditure Is made nee 


essary by a regrettable emergency 
that the Flre Board could uot 
have been expected to anticipate 
Naturally, the flre department1! 
appropriation for new equipmen- 
in the current budget is not utif 
flclsm lo cover this emergency ex- 
penditure. 
Ordinarily, in 
an 


emergency of this kind, It would 
be necessary to borrow the nec- 
essary funds by issuing certificates 
of Indebtedness to be paid for In 
future tax budgets. 


My administration, contrary to 


local tradition, has always ended 
each year with a surplus.

The laws and rule* committee of 


the Common Council held a pub- 
lic hearing Tuesday evening at the 
city hall on the petition of 7T11- 
llam C. DeWitt and his son, John 
W. DeWitt, asking that the resi- 
dence property at 2 Pearl street, 
corner 
of Clinton avenue, 
be 


placed in the business zone, in- 
stead of the residential zone aa 
at present. Adoption of the peti- 
tion wag urged by Mr. DeWitt and 
his eon -who called atention to the 
fact that on the opposite corner 
from the property was the Carr 
Undertaking establishment, while 
In the rear was the Winters' piano 
store, and across the street was 
the Governor Clinton Hotel with 
six stores on the ground floor of the 
hotel while there were many other 
business places within the Im- 
mediate vicinity. It was stated 
that from the Strand and Broad- 
way all the way uptown every cor- 
ner along the main thoroughfare 
was occupied by business with the 
exception of Academy Park and 
the DeWitt corner. 


A petition opposing the grant- 


ing of the request was filed with 
the committee. It was signed by 
Judge G. D. B. Hasbrouck, Fred- 
erick C. Winters, George S. War- 
ren, Ruth B. Brinnier, Arthur G. 
Carr, Dr. John F. Larkln, Dr. 
Robert B. Whelan, Carl Preston, 
G. W. Codwlae, and the Governor 
Clinton Hotel and 
the Masonic 


Club. 


John DeWitt in his address to 


the laws and rules committee said 
that in 1932 a similar petition 
had been denied, evidently on the 
ground that the council believed 
the corner was to be used for a 
gas station.

Headlights would be more ot- 


foctlve If people endangered by 
an approaching train or automo- 
bile could tell better what was be- 
hind the lights, aud could have n 
better idea of Its speed. A device 
being tested by the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway suggests a 
new way of handling this problem. 


It is meant to warn motorists of

Park Commissioner Moses holds the 
vBw that the city's parks are lor 
all'the people and not merely for 
the elect. So the Casino came down. 
And now kids play on its site. Suits 
me. Play places for the rich and 
powerful don't belong in parks—un- 
less they can be shared by others 
with nothing in their pockets. 


Discovery of what is held to be 


the smallest livable house in New 
York was made recently during a 
garden tour conducted for the bene- 
fit of Greenwich Village settlement 
house.

Electricity was discovered—and 


harnessed, to a limited degree—long 
before Poor Hic.iard conducted his 
foolhardy, but luckily successful, ex- 
periment with the kite string, as- 
serts a witer in the Philadelphia 
Record. 


From the days of Thales, 000 


years before Christ, to Franklin1* 
time, would-be scientists were bus- 
ily rubbing amber, sulphur balls 
and pieces of glass to obtain mys- 
terious electrical sparks. 


But it wasn't until about 200 years 


ago that anyone did anything with 
the sparks except to admire them, 
and wonder at them. 


Then came Stephen Gray, a poor 


pensioner in a furnous London char- 
ity school, to send a current of 
"frictional" electricity over a 200- 
foot circuit ol packthread suspended 
by silkcr loops. 


He used the pupilc nt the school

that was among the very first hi 
world history to develop a national 
government has at last become free 
and master in its own house. Egypt 
ha« been acknowledged by treaty 
with England as an. independent 
country, with the latter as an ally; 
and more recently an international 
conference at Montreux, Switzer- 
land, abolished "capitulations," or 
special privileges granted to for- 
eigners. 
Thus the land of the 


Pharaohs, of Tutankhamen and of 
Cleopatra comes into its own again. 


"Among the first in history, Egypt 


also has long been foremost in the 
literature of travel folders," saya 
the National Geographic society. 
"Winter visitors have flocked to see 
the country that the Nile built; to 
be jerked breathlessly up the pyr- 
amids; to seek out the "knotty croc- 
odile' that Is supposed to lie and 
blink among the bullrushes in the 
Nile; to shiver at mummies; to 
draw city-dwellers' romance from 
camel caravans and vast expanses 
of tawny desert flecked with oases 
of green date palms.

"They find that Egypt has no croc- 


odDes now except in poems abou 
it. The sacred ibis is missing from 
among the long-legged herons an 
cranes that fish in the Nile shallows 
Lotus blossoms, beloved of the an 
cients, are now found only in th 
Delta. The papyrus reed, whic 
gave the world some of its mos 
valuable written records and gav 
paper its name, is virtually extinc 
along the lower Nile. 


"Donkeys are five times more nu 


merous than camels; but the long 
eyelashed, vile - tempered 'freigh 
cars of the desert' still outnumber 
automobiles six to one. In the lane 
that practically invented writing 
developed algebra and geometry for 
surveying flooded fields, and had 
one of thij largest libraries in the 
world 19 centuries ago, only one 
person out of five can now "ead and 
write. 


"Egypt Is perhaps the most pub- 


licized African country, and perhaps 
among the least understood. Known 
since the beginning of history—hi 
fact, history is thought by some to 
have begun there—parts of it are 
still unknown at all. 


"It is thought of as a tropical 


country, typical of parched northern 
Africa. Yet most of it is in the tem- 
perate zone. And part of Egypt is 
not in Africa at all, but to Asia— 
the desert of Sinai, scene of the 
wanderings of the Children of Israel 


"Egypt is six times as large as 


England, and about equal to Texas 
and Colorado combined. It is closer 
to the size of Venezuela, but sup- 
ports five tunes as many people. 
Habitable Egypt, however, extends 
no farther east and west than the 
waters of the Nile can be Induced 
to go, for the country is fourteen- 
fifteenths desert The real Egypt, 
the part which is responsible for the 
dawn of Mediterranean civilization, 
is only two-thirds as large as Es- 
tonia and barely larger than Bel- 
gium. But so fertile is this wind- 
ing shoestring, the richest area in 
Africa, according to some reports, 
that it supports one of the densest 
populations hi the world.

Army Experts Study Pros- 


pects for Producing Food. 


Honolulu. T. H.—Food Is as im- 


portant as armament to make this 
part of America self-sufficient 
in 


event of a siege of an enemy fleet, 
In the opinion of Maj. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, commandant, United States 
army and organizer of a new 
branch of the army known as the 
service command. 


Officers assigned to this command 


are detailed to each of the eight is- 
lands of the Hawaiian group to 
study food production and eonsump- | 
tion. At the completion of the pre- 
liminary studies concrete plans for 
emergency farming will be formed. 


Aiding the army in this branch of 


the service is the federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's experiment 
station. These tests are carried on 
in developing crops that can be 
planted without delay to provide an 
emergency supply of staple vege- 
tables and fruits if the chief source 
of foodstuffs—the United States—is 
cut off by an enemy blockade. 


Under normal conditions, Hawaii 


has less than two months supply of 
foodstuffs on hand. 
Under the 


planned system of emergency farm- 
ing specially produced crops would 
augment this reserve within a few 
months of the tune they were plant- 
ed.

"One source of the awe which 


Egypt has inspired is its important 
place hi the Bible. Before children 
are old enough to know that there 
is more of Africa than Egypt, they 
learn the adventures of Jacob, Jo- 
seph, Moses and the Israelites amid 
its plenty and its cruelty. They note 
that Egypt is the only country out- 
side his native Palestine in which 
the New Testament describes a so- 
journ of Jesus. 


"Wheat was widely cultivated In 


the days when Joseph tided the 
country through depressions with 
what may be the first public relief 
on record. The chief crop is cotton, 
which makes Egypt one of the three 
most important cotton - growing 
countries in the world. 


"Cairo, the largest city in Africa, 


has been Egypt's capital for less 
than a century. Already its name 
has acquired a distinctive fame, 
from the cosmopolitan air of the 
city's large European settlement 
and the medieval flavor of the old 
Moslem districts. Cairo is the site 
of a university older than Oxford 
and Cambridge, which only a few 
years ago stopped teaching that the 
world was flat. The city's site at 
the apex of the Nile's delta makes 
it a transportation center for air- 
lines, camel caravans, the govern- 
ment railroad, and busy river traf- 
fic." 


American Wooden Indian 


Followed British Model 


Two hundred years before he be- 


came American the wooden Indian 
was British, and even as far back 
as 1617 occupied the counters of the 
apothecary's shop. Not until the 
reign of Queen Annes, according to 
a writer in the New York Times, 
were shops opened purely for re- 
tailing tobacco products. Owing, 
probably, to the fact that the aver- 
age artist of that day did not ac- 
quaint himself with the aborigines 
of other lands through first-hand ex- 
perience, the character-'ics of the 
wooden Indian smacked of African 
lineage. His embellishments often 
included the Roman shield, spear 
and tunic, though sometimes the 
skirt was of tobacco leaves and his 
headdress was composed of ostrich 
plumes. la fact, effigies of that 
particular 
design wire usually 


called black-boys, the possible con- 
nection being between slaves who 
worked in tobacco fields and In- 
dians who smoked the leaves of the 
plant. 


The carvers of these figures wt~e 


not limited to amateur artists. Some 
of the foremost sculptors of the day 
turned out many a well-modeled 
brave. Unfortunately, sculptors did 
not hallmark their pieces, so that 
little or no positive identification 
is possible. 


Pine was the favorite v,ood from 


which the body was made — usu- 
ally of one piece, exclusive of the 
arms. It was first blocked out with 
an axe into the space allotted for 
head, body, legs and feet. Carv- 
er's chisels roughly indicated detail 
later to be picked out with more 
delicate tools. The hands and arms 
were attached with screws. Occa- 
sionally an entire figure was con- 
structed wholly of small blccks of 
wood glued together.
